O ſour and ſevere is this Iron - Age we live in (being the laſt and worſt of Times, the very 
Dregs and Bottom of the evil World) that ir hath Formed and Afforded moſt wonderful 
Weapons of War, not only Real but alſo Metaphorical Weapons (which can murder 
Men) All Iron and Caſe-bardned with ſteel and fire: Theſe projectirg Wits (befide the 
Honorable Virtua) have found out many Rare and Real Inventions and Engines for a 

more Expeditious and ſhorter Method of Mankind's Deſtruction; yet the Meraphorical ones (un- 

doubredly firſt Forged and Framed by BeelJebub, that Abaddon and Apollhon the grand Deſtroyer 
of Mankind, Rev. 9. 1 1.) are the Nov-ſuch and not to be {arg Among which the Tongue 
of a Doeg is none of the leaft : There is certainly a Tongue · ſmiting as well as an Hand ſmiting, even 

Moc hing (as puttiug out the Tongue, though no bitter words be uttered by it) is call'd by the Apo- 

ſtle plain, downright Perſecution, Gal. 4.29; How much more when Scofting ſemaels dare Belch 

out moſt cutting and killing Scandals againſt their own (at leaſt pretended) Protejtant Brethren:

David often compares Calumniationes ¶ Aulic a cum Armis caſtrenſi us, Cour. minations with 

Weapons of war: ard often complains of Some Ardeliones Aulicom. Court Incendiaries (ſuch as 

Doeg and other Paraſytical Sycophants) who incented King Saul ayainlt him, as it he had been a 

private Traytor to the King, and a publick Peſt to the Kingdom: yer, in due time, God did clear and 

declare Davids Innocency when Saxl,by an over-ruling Providence, did Fall into his he nds in his Hi- 
ding place in the Cave, even to the full ConviRtionof the King himſelf, 18m. 24. 10. Tis remarkable 
alſo,that Davids freguencComplaint was not once about bis adverſaries ſmiting him with their hands 
but always about ſmiting him with their Tongues, tho they durſt not be Hand-ſmiters for fear of the 

Law, yet they durſt be Tongue · Smiters, giving (themſelves) this Reaſon, Our I angaes are our Own, 

that is, We can Swear and He, yea, and dreſs up never ſo bad matter in ſuch go-d Words and quaint 

Phraiſes (as was once the Character given of __ man, for his ſtarch d Oration to the Londoners 

inthe Behalf of Richard the III.) that we (hall be ſure to prev ail againſt bim,Pſal. 12. 4. Thus che 

Chaldee Paraphraſt paraphraſerh upon that Text, Our Tongues are well hung, and we can uſe 

them ſo well as if they were dipt in Oyl, and tipt in Gold, we have charming words at the Command 

of our Wills, ard therefore we doubt not to perſwade King Saw! to any thing againſt David by out 
perſwaſiveRhetorick: And indeed "David ſmarted ſounder the Virulency ani Venom of their 
ſlandring Tongue, That ſometimes he calls them ſharp Razors, ſomtimes ſharp ſwords (Tucks or 

Rapiers ) and ſometimes ſharp Arrows, taken out ot their bulky Quiver,and hot at + im yur of their 

Malice-bended Bow : Theſe Three are ſbarp Al, and Deep-wounding Weapons Ail: (1.) Their 

Tongues were fuch ſharp Razors, «t exſcindant carnem cum crinibus, that inſtead ot ſhaviry rhe 

H ir, did plainly flaſh the Fleſh, & (onſults aberrantes, Fugulam petunt , and deſigned;y m ſſing 

the Beard, did endexvour to cut the Throat. (2.) As ſharp Swords, The Tongue in its form re- 

lem les a Sword, as being naturally, thin, broad and long, and wheu ſet on fire of Hell, ic becomes a 
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ill ſhoot his ſharp * 
a mighty Force againſt them, That they to re- 
taliate, to give them like for like by a Lex T alionis, and to fill chem wich the evil of their own wayes. 
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The Evil they have Deviſcd agaioſt others, falls upon their own Heads at laſt, and God wilt broil all 

ing Lips and flandring Tor gues upon the hot Coals of Juniper, (A hich being an unctious and far 

ind of Wood, maketh the moſt ſcorching Fire, and the hutteſt Flame) and verily pleaſing both him- 
ſelf and others in that Execution, Then, as Dives did once,ſhall they deſire ſome Drops of Water to 
cool their Torgues. This ſhews bow David bad learnt a Trick of Antidotes beyond Senecas reach,who 
(though one ot the great Luminaries of the Heathen World)deſpairingly ſaid, Contra Sycepbantaram 
morſum nn oſt Reme dium, againſt the Slandets of Coutt-Paraſites, (whoſe Tongues bite worſe then 
their Teeth, and whoſe Bitings are worſe than thoſe of mad Dogs) there is no Remedy : Seneca's 
Philoſophy could ( indeed) find none, but David's Divinity did, when there is no R inſt 
this Malady with Man, there is then ſume to be found in God; who will make ſuch 8 eat 
fire, and drink Brimſtone in due Seaſon: and, ho will pour his Cup of Indignation down their Throats 
which are now open Sepulchres that ſwallow up Men, and Names of Men, or Men of Names, even 
Noble men,loyal States men, and illuſttious Peers of the Realm. Tis too obvious to every Ey, That we 
want not dach filty Weaſels who dare be nibling at the Heels of Lyons, nor ſlanderows Tongues (thoſe 
ſharp Razors, Swords and Arrows) with whom Scandalum Magnatum is but a Peccadillo, None are 
named, but that good Rule is obſerv'd, 


Parcere Nominibus, Dicere de Vitiis, Spare Perſons, ſpeak ty Vices, 


Such Doegs as goe about to blaſt our David's (that are bleſt ones) by a lying Tongue, whether in 
{f or Earneſt, (hall be pluck d out of their places, ruined and rooted up, Plal. 32. g. They that 
ye in peſt, may go to Hell in £arne#t without Repentance, and That Laſhon-s Tabithai, or Lingua 
rertia, not Dovble.Tongu'd only, but Treble-rongued (for flaying three at once, the Tale-bearer 
the Tale-bearer, and the perſon traduc'd by the Tale) ſhall be walk up by the Tongue · Roots and 
hang d up — Hell, (eſpecially u hen t s a vendible, mercenary, ſuborn'd Tongue) there to be fmoak'd 
burn'd for ever. 

Tis the unhappy Fate of the Right Honorable the Earl of Shaftsbwry to lay under the Reproa- 
ches of this Fa'ſe Tongue and to be aſſaulted all at once with all theſe three ſharp Engines,the ſharp

*T''s a Comfort to thoſe in Miſery, not only to have preſent Companions, but alſo former Patteras

Malice of his worſt Adverſaries, whoſe Teeth could find nothing to pon, and yet 
ſharp Tongues (which bite worſe than their ſharpeſt Dog-Teeth) can where they can 
find none: This is to do, as Hannibal did (when he was to pafs dver the 5) ſaying ant view in- 
venian ant faciam, If I cannot find a way, I can make one, which i w; wy 

by pouring in Nitre and Vinegar, whereby he diſſolved the v Rocks of e Alpine Mountains 
and furely ſuch, and ſo petulant and peſtilent, yea penetrating is the Com of their Niter 
Vinegar (made up ſecundm artem Diabolicam, by the ſubtil Sycophants of our Times) as no Humane

That the Greatneſ; this little F ari did grow up to, together wich his geodweſs (a ſufficient ground 
of Emulation) hath been his only and wot erylon Crime, is defigned by this or — 
his main Tranſattions, to be fully Dem nnſtrated: noun (for brexity ſake) che place of his Birth, 
and the poſture of his Breeding (oucu were both truly Honourable) no ſooner was he grown up [ex 
Ephebis] from his friplings Age (wherein it may be ſaid Mults talir fecitque puer, and which he 
had not ſpent, as too many do, aut nibil, ant alind, aut malt 2 That he had 
Obſerved his Gods Rule, as well as Learfic h.s Grammar Rac, ſuch is the force of good Education, ſor 
Defefts that grow up with us, are as hard to be mended after, as an Error in the firſt Concoction is 
to be cortected in the ſecond. *Tis like, he bad learnt that piece of good Husbandry, which grave 
Seneca had taught his young Lacilias | 7uveni parandam, quo ſeni utendum tft. ] Get while young, 
what thou maieſt uſe when old. This he did, and thereby. berigyt.aro(e as a bright Star of Honour 
in this Brit ſh Horizon; hdd he not really been (as well as lookt 3 man of prodigionsÞ arts and 
of vaſt Accompliſhments, he had never Lecn called ſo early into ſo great Capacities, whiclr King 
Charles the I. coaferr'd upon him, c. I (hall not ſay of him, ſaid of our Saviour, That 
at 30 ytars old, he had overcome the Wicked one, or that at thoſe Leatt he had attained to Divids 
firlt Rank of Worthies, in ſo ſaying, my Pen would ſeen to ſavour of Paraſytical Ink, but it may be 
faid without Flattery, that he may be ranked among his Thirty, eſpecially for Counſel and Conduct, 
in State - Aſſairs, and tis upon! this Hinge, that the Arcana Imperij hangeth, upon this principal Pin 
do they turn ; hence ita as ſaid of Old, Roman: Sedendo inc unt, their Wiſe Senators Conquer d 
more eſſectually than their ſtrongeſt Warriors, for Wiſdom prevaileth where ſtrength cannot : upon 
this account tlris Honourable Earl, had an carly Eye of Reſpect and Reverencecaſt upon him, and 
(tor the ſake of his Head, rot Hands, which he never imployed but for his King,) was courted into 
a complyance, even in the times of Uſurpation : To trace him [K's rides] it * ſtep, through 
the whole tenor of his Publick Life, would make this Work too voluminous, f hal only mention 
ſuch Inſtances, as had the maſt lignal and fingular remarks upon them, as I find them orderly upon 
Record, in that impartial H ſtory of Sir Richard Bakers Chronicle. | 

As (I.) The Black-mouth'd Blaſphemers of this Lords Name and Fame hath endeavoured to 
blacken bis Honour, by aſperſing him for being one of the (then called) Committee of Safety, which 
is the Notorious Scandal of a Slanderous Tongue, as is maniſeſt by Bakers Chroneloyp, pag. 662; 
where his Name is not incerted, amongſt all the other names of that Committee; = indeed this 
falſe Aſpetſion (may ſeem in ſome reſpeQts) rather to put an Honour than a Diſbonour upon him; 
for ſuppoſe it true, ic planly intimates, that thoſe men (who ſite at the upper end of the World at 
that time) did not | upon him as a Fool, bur as one of great Abilities and Wiſdom, aad fo fit to 
have the ſafery of themſelves, and of all their Conqueſts committed to bis care. 

(2.) Let the Chronoleg y aforeſaid, names him as one of the Council of State (upon the account 
of his Accompliſhments afore-mentioned) whom the Chronologer calls men of Integrity, and well 
aſſected co Kingly-Governmenc, whereot General Monk ſtands firſt in the Catalogue, as the Head of 
that Council, which was conſtituted after the Secluded Members were introduced into the Parlia- 
ment Houſe, and reſtoted to their Seats and Votes therein again. pag. 650. &c, 125 

(3. The falſeſt of his Advetſaries cannot find his Name fixed in the Roll of Richards Privy Count 
cil, pag. 639, He was (indeed) one of the nine of the old Council of State, who wrote to General 
Monk, an incouraging Letter to promote his ugdertaking, for the advantage of the three Nations, c. 
pay. 673. And though be be nominated in the Liſt of that Council of State, (conſiſting of thirty 
ene) upon whom was endeavoured to be impoſed an Oath, for abjuring the Xings Family, yet be

EPS REN a — * his Majeſty, and honeſt Zeal for his Service, even 
ſuch as ſcarce a Paralel thereof can be uced out of all the Kingdoms in this our Age; but, ſup- 
poſe the worſt, why ſhould not he (as well as Genera! Monk) have a candid Conſtruction put upon 
all their former Acting # . ; 

(6. ) ThisRoyalFavour was vouchſafed to him by his Majeſty bimſelf,immediately upon his Reſto- 
ation who had ſuch ferene Sentiments, of all this Henourable perſons former ARings (during the in- 
terſpace of the Interregnwm) that he was immediately conſtituted one of the Lords of his Majeſties 
Privy - Council, pag. 71 3. where be (like a Star of the firſt Magnitude) ſtands advanced above the 
Duke of Glowceſter(his Majeſties natural Brother) and above the LordGeneral Monk (whom hisMaje- 

was pleaſed to call his Political Father) in that firſt Liſt of the KingsPrivy-Council,as ſoon as bis 

jeſty was ſafely arrived : and another mark of Honour was ſoon added to this Honowrable Per- 
ſon, in his being created Baron eAſbly of Wimbourn St. Giles, pag. 537. about three days before the 
K ings Coronation, in the eting Houſe, and he had other Additions of Honour put upon him 
as, Lord Cowper of Pawlet, &c. and at laſt was Advanced to be the &arl of Shaftsbury. 

($.) I omit many other fiignal marks of Honour, which his Royal Majefty was pleaſed to confer 
vpon tim, as a perſon who he judged, did Merit them all; I ſhall mention only one more (though 
the Chronologer, no Phanatick, nor any partial favourer of them do mention many) to wit, when 
the Grand Commiſſion of Oyer and Terminer was iflued out, and directed to many Noble Perſons, 
to make them a Coutt, for the Tryal of the Regicidei, ir pleaſed his Majeſty to conſticure this Ho- 
nourable perſon, among the reſt, as one of that Court, pag. 731. And, fureT am, none of all choſe 
honours aforeſaid (and many more not mentioned) could ever have been conferred upon him, had 
not the King then ccnceived him to be a moſt Eminentl Loyal, as well as a nickt Excellently Ac- 
compliſhed States man. 

Inos make my Appeal to any rational unbiaſs'd and unprejudic'd judgment, whether thoſe ſeven 
Remarks afore-mentioned, doth not deſerve a better Sabatiſm or Reſt, than that which this Honou- 
rable Lord now lyeth ander, and whether there can be produced any Nobleman or Gentleman within 
all the Kings Dominions, to whoſe Influence and Conduct his Majetty doth more owe his own peace- 
able and happy Reſtoration, than to this prudent and loyal Lord, who managed his Majeſties Af- 
fairs (in his Majeſties abfence) in ſuch a ſucceſsful ſcene of Adminiſtration, ſor many years together, 
while others wanted, either ſo much Courage, or Pradence, or Loyalty, as to render them uſeful to 
his Majeſties Intereſt; beſides, the many years Experience bis Majeſty had, of this Lords Loyalty, 
Fidelity and Abilitz (whereby his Throne, after his return to it, became more and moreEſtabliſhed) 
did ſo encorporate him into his Princes Heart, as he became the Kings Darling and grand Favorite, 
yea in a little time ſo profound and proſperous was his Counſel at the Council Table, as it may be 
faid of him, what was ſaid of Polibixs, that (as Scipio, ſo) the King ſcarce ever miſcarried, in any 
Enterprize which was carried on by his Counſel; infomuch that he became at length to be the 
Royal Oracle, and what was ſaid of eAchitophel (that bad man, yet of a deep reach) may better 
be faid of this better Gentlemat ¶ That his Comnſel was as if aMan had enquired at theOracle ofGod] 
2. Sam. 16, 23. twas lookt upon as Infallible Connſel, becauſe the Event did commonly anſwer 
it with a ſuitable Succeſs, Infine, he was ſo much applauded and approved, for his prudence and 
proſpect in State- Aﬀans, as to take poſſt ſſion of one Woche higheſt Rooms in his Princes Breaſt, fo 
that he made him his Chancellor of the Exchequor, and then Lord High Chancellor of England, &c. 
Wherein his Princes Conſcience was(as it were)committed tothe care of this — Earl. 

Now, when this Great little Gentleman had ſo deſervedly, (and by bis intrinfick Worth) attained 
to ſo high a pitch of Honour, it was high time for the envious one (the Devi to erect his Engines, 
and ſet his battering Rams at work to blaſt this bigh Favourites Reputation, and to batter hies dove. 
from his high Pinacle of Humane Preferment, all which endeavors would certaialy have proved 
Abortive againſt this Noble Peer, (who is Homo quadratus, and therefore firm and unmoveable) 
were there not an inmate tendency to a Change, both in Nature and Providence, touching all created 
Beings, none but the Creator himfelf can ſay [ / am that Tam]Exod. 3. 14. This is peculiar to God, 
but Man is carried jo Times Chariot, which is drawa by two Reſtleſs Steeds, to wit, Motion and 
Mutation, that never ſtay in one ſtage or point, but are continually poſting ſometimes ap the Hill, 
aud ſomtimes down to the Valley, never ſtanding till till diſcharged of her Paſſengers by Death: The 
Sun hnoweth bis going down, Y.. 104. 19. but ſo does not any of the Sons of Men, this is a Divine 
Arc anwm,appertaining to GodsSoveraignty over Humane Affairs, vho oft orders the dri days 
to be darkned with diſmal Clouds. All the World rings Changes, and is conftant in nothing, fave 
in che harangue of thoſe rwo Sreed: aforeſaid, Motion and Hntation, O quantum eſt in Rebus I _ : 

nere 
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There is a kind of Ebriety in ſublunary things, that makes them ſo urflable and pendulous, as ta 
reel and to and fro, and ſometimes from one extream to another, ſo that even the Grandees 
5 the World are oſt ſhaken out of Palaces into Priſons, as it is in the turning of the Wheel, thoſe 

pokes that have been loweſt inthe Dirt or Duſt ot the Street, do ſuddenly become the Higheſt, and 
thoſe chat were Higheſt do in a trice become loweſt again. If we look into the World, Zaft, WeFt, 
&c, we (ee all in ion, and as much in mutation as motion, There is no abiding at one conitar.t point, 
either for perſops or things: Man that is in Honour [1al- Jalin] non pernoct avit, abideth not ma- 
ny nights. F.. 49. 12. Nor doth this Fate befal evil men only, ſuch as that urſtart Shebna, cAhas's 
Treaſurer (wha thought himſelf a nal faſtned in a ſure place, yet was he toſſedas a Ball, and turned 
as a Bowl, pluckt out of his Place, and turned out ot his Station, and leaving all his (hariots ef Glo- 
ry (wherein he had haughtily hurried himſelſ up and down) behind him ; this Lord High Treaſurer 
was at length wrapt up in the Sbeet of Shame, inſtead of ia) ing down in Glory, deficnirg to be bu- 
ried in that Stately Mauſolaum or Royal Sepulcre in Jeruſalem, Iſa. 22. 16, 17, 18, 25. And the 
Talmndifts tell us (though the Scripture doth dot) That this Shebna revolting to Senacherib (as ſome 
ate ſuſpected to do ta the great Lewis King of France ) was by bim (when Gods Angel had deſtroyed 
his Army) carried to Niwive, and there tyed to an Hor ſes Tail, and drawn through Bryars and 
Brambles, till he dd ed. However the Scripture ſaith enough ot him in the gereral, that God ſent 
his Prophet to this (Hebr. Sachem) Great Courtier (that bare a Port, almoſt equal to the King h:m- 
ſelf) but an ill Mcmber, drdecns Domus Domini ſus, an intolerable Diſgrace to his good Maiters 
Houle (for good Hexctiah tolerated him for a time, becauſe advanced by wicked (vet bis Father J 
Abaz.. Go (faith God to 1{uah) get thee unte this Treaſurer, ch. 22. 15. for Im drive him from 
bis Station, v. tg. which is mumated to be done in part, when he was degraded frum being ſo great 
a Comptro.cr at Court, as Lord High ¶ Baucellor, Lori High Marſhal, or Lord High Tre:ſurer , 
(the Hebrew word Sochemn v. 15. importing all the fe three ſeveral tignificaticns) and came down to 
that far inferior place of being a Scribe or Secretary, for a while, — the direfut Doom denounced 
againſt him (ver. 17, 18.) was undoubtedly much more accomp.thed upon him, and Gods Servant 
(a bettet man) Salti was clothed with his Robe, and inveſted with his Honour, v. 20. 21. 2. Kin. 
18. 18. and 1/a. 36. 3. Such as Honour God, ſhall ſurely be Honoured, and ſuch as deſpiſe bim. ſhalb 
be lightly eftcemed, 1. Sam. 2. 30. This is a bargain of Gods own making, and all men (gentle and 
ſimple) may without a doubting mind depend upon it. | 

And (2.) Such as Haughty Hama was, upon whom I might make more enlarged Remarks, 


ſhewing how he was raiſed up to be King Abaſuerus's Vice-Roy, ſet upon the very bigheſt Pinacle 


of Pride and Court Preferment, and wanted nothing to compleat his greateſt Grandeur of Worldl 
Felicity, ſaveorely the kneeling of one Knee of a poor Captive Jew ( Mordecai] the want of which 
did nat only give an unſavory verdure to all his other ſweet morſe's, Eſth. x. 11. 13. butalfo 
brought himſelf ro knect apon his own K nees,to beg for his own Life before Mordecai's Neece. Eſth. 
7. 7.8. and at laſt brought him to be Hanged upon thoſe Gallows, of 50 Cabits high, which he had 
prepared for M "rdecai. v. 9. 10. This was an higher preferment from the Frown of his Prince, 
than ever his Favoxy raiſed him up unto, much mere may be added, were it not to avoid pro- 
lixity. 
And ſuch ſtrange Fates and Falls doth not only befal evil men, but ſometimes good men alſo. 1! 
— (faich . come alike to all, and no man can make a ſoand Judgment of God's Love 
or Hatred out of thoſe Occurrences, Eecleſ 9. 1, 2. Time and Chance hapneth to them all, ver. 
11. The warm Sun of Proſperity ſhines as well upon the Brambles of the Wilderneſs, as upon the 
Fruit-Trees of the Orchard, and ſharpſhowers of the Hail and Rain of Adverſity falls as foul and 
fiercely upon the moſt delighcful Gardens, as upon the Wide, wild, waſt, or barren Mountains. Wi- 
cked Abab and godly Zoffah had both the ſame end, concurring in the very fame Circumſtances, 
both dying in Bartel: ſo did bad Saul and good Jonathan, choogh es were of. diflering Diſpofitions 
and Deportments, yet in their Deaths they were not divided, 2 Sam.

Tard, or blind Fortune) for, infinitely too weak is the Axle-tree of Fortune) for the leaſt Motion 
of the World to be turn'd upon it : As the exact and regular Motion of the Sun (giving Heat 
Light to all the parts of the World and fo orderly as to make Night and Day, Summer ard Winter) 
can never (no not by any fottiſh Soul) be aſcribed ro Chance or Fortune, ſo the Evil of Puniſume nt 
hapning alike to good men as well as bad, is ordered by the Providence of God: Shall there be =

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bn the (ry, and the Lord bath not done it ? Ae 3. 6. The Poet indeed ſaith, Oe ſve Forthns 
Faber, as if the Mould of every mans Fortune or Worldly 2 and the 
blind Buzzards (che Heathen) do aſcribe all to Chance, 1 Sam. 6. 9. The Devil till ro 
the Sons of men, That all their Croſſes are but the common Events of Fate and Forture. This he doth 
to darken the Glory of God's Providence, and therefore Taught the Gentiles to believe, That Fors 
tune was a Goddeſs, reprefenting ber by a Lady ſicting upon a Ball;as if the whole World were at 
Command, Having with her a Razor, as if ſhe could cat off any mans Happineſs at ber Pleaſure; 
alſo bearing in ber 1ight hand the Stern of a Ship, as if ſhe could turn about all affairs at will, and 
in her lett hand the Corus Copia or horn of Plenty, as if the Abundance of all good things came 
from her. All this is no better than a bundle of Abominable Idolatry not to be named among 
Chriitians, but to be ſpet out of our Mouths (even the names of Zack and Fortune) with utm 
Veteſtation: Ts not thoſe Two that tumbleth and tofſerh humane Afairs here below, but tis the 
Great GOD that ſits at the Stern of the Ship, and governs all the Concerns of the World, in Maxime 
Fortuitis there is minimum Fortuiti, & que Fortuna fperi Videntur, Divine Fato, cem Providentis 
fiunt, All things are ordered not by Chance but by Providence, ſeeing all paſs through two Golden 
or Erazen Mountains, Zech. 6.1, God's ww. 6 Will and his irreſiſtable Power, and what- 
ever ſerms Caſual or coatingent to us, is ordained of God before time, and eſſected by him in time: 
All the Evi ina City is ſaid tobe done by God only, as tis Bona pff, having a tendency to 
the go. ifying of bis Juſtice, he is a God of ſuch pure Eyes, Hab. 1. 1 3. as be cannot look upon 1. 
niquity but he mult loath it, he cannot behold it, but he muſt puniſh it, no, not in his own dear- 
eit Servants, in whom he will pardon Sin, bot not patronize it, He may forgive their Sin, yet 
take Vengeance of their Iovercicns, Plal. 99.8. Nevertheicfs when Evil finds a bad man, it comes 
upon him in che nature of a Curie, but it comes to a good man in the Nature of a Cure, Her ce 
even Good inen may be hæuſed in the fame Priſ n-houſe with the Bad, but upon diflering Ends. If 
an Haman- tall from the Palace to the Gallows, and frm the Higheil Stage of Hor our, to the low- 
elt Stair of Diſhor our before the Seed of the fen, his Fall is Final and Irrecoverable : yet an Holy 
Fob (one that was a None-ſuch for Piers) may fall from the Zenith of Profperity,down to the very 
Dung-hill of Deepeſt Adverſity by the hands of Sara», and his Slaves the Sabeavs, &ic. yet he 
riſeth again and grows greater than ever before, Job 1. 3, &c. and 42, 10. while God's pps 
Protect ion did ſo fecyre es Perſon and Eſtate round about, as that Satan could not ccme at him, 
he could not find one Gap in the Hedge, nor could he make any breach in ic: He was the great» 
eſt man in the Eaſt, ( (ome ſay, He was the firit King of EA that's uncertain, He might be a 
private man, ot a Magiſtrate, Job 29. 7.10. 14,16,17, Vet exceeding Wealthy, ſo that there was, 
no end of his Riches : this the Devil ſtomach*d exceedingly, and could not endure the Proſperity of 
Gods S-rvant wherein God _ , Plal. 35.27, and 147. 11. Therefore be beggs a Com mi ſli- 
on to touch his All, and to touch him to the quick, and thought every hour two, until be bad prevai- 
led: Then having all his Tools ready, he layes on a- main, lets fly his Hail-Shor, yea his Hell- ſhot, 
leaves him no Liberty to take bis Breath twirt one fad Tidings and another, the Meſſengers 
of each did (as it were) tread upon one anott.ers Heels, ſo that Fob muſt have no Leiſure to recol-

could not expect any Reward, and cauſing [the Widows Heart z0 i for Foy] by giving ber a ready 
Relief againſt her Oppreſſors, and this out of Conſcience of his own Duty, and not from the Widdous 
Importunity, as did tne anjaſt Fudge, Luke 18. 5, Job put on Righteonſneſs, 4s a Robe or Diadem: 
Some Judges have vothing more to commend them than their Kobes, which are uit lined with Rapine 
and Robbery, ſo were not obi. who defired more to be loved than honoured, whom not Ambition, 
Popularity, or Self-I:.tereſt, but pure love to Juſtice and judgment, did put him upon ſuch equal

The Subtle Jeſuits (that laſt blow of a daring Devil) obſerving tow this Great Little Lord, ſtood in 
the way of their Damnable Deſigns, hath been in their Actings for bis Removal, and have 
left no Stone unturned to Accompliſh it, 92 ſuch a Truth as ſuſficiencly Shines with its 
own Self. Evidence, yet for further and fi Satisſaction to them, that et cannot, or will not 
ſee ; 1 ſhall give ſome clear Demonſtrations of it. And begin with him in his Az, and higheſt 
Alcitude. 


(1.) When be was Lord High (hantellor of England, and fo had the chief Super Intendency of 
bis Majeſties Aﬀairs ; yet could he not then ſecure bimſelf, with all his Grandeur, frem Popiſh 
Attacks; for he not 25 Fancicd, but upon unqueſtionable Evidence, ſound himſelf in Perſonal 
Danger, from the Popiſh Party, that he expected every Night, thoſe Cut-Throatswould come td 
Cut his Throat; and upon this Account, was he conſtrained to have a conſtant Guard, to keep 


Watch in bis Houſe, which is every mans Caltle, much more a Noble mans, to prevent bis own 
Aſlaiũination. 


(2. This way of Force being hereby Diſappointed, another Popiſh Intre aue was to fall upon him 
ina way of Fraud, hoping that the Fox might prove more prevalent then the Lion; —— 
Accoſt him wich proflers of greater Prefer ment (which could ſcarce be Pract cable, he having al- 
ready one of the Supr Authority of a Subject) than yet he had; twas eaſy for them to 
promiſe more than they could perform, whereas their promiſes to him, were no better than thoſe 
of the Devil (their Maſter) to Chriſt, meer Phantaſms onely, bowever, though few of bis F-llow- 
Subjects might ly want Power, (as *. my Selt-denyal, and Fidelity to their Truſt) to 
Refuſe ſuch proſſers; yet they found him of a nobler Temper bs to rruckle under them, and fo 
to betray at once, both his King, and his Country: The Records of England may Regiſter this 
Heroick Act to his Glory, and his Tempters Shame ; and ſo retain it in Remembrance for all 
Poſtericy, | 


(.) When this Deſign alſo was defeated, and they found him Inpenetrable either by Farce or 
Fraud, ſeeing their Craft could make no way for their Cruelty ; they now take new meafures, and 
reſolve to Deveſt him of his preſent Honour, inſtead of their Tender to Ioveſt him with greater; 
upon this the Chancellorſhip was taken from him, though few of bis Predeceſſors, in that great 
Truſt, ever Aſcended to it upon more Merit, Employed it with more Impartiality, and Reſign d it 
with more Innocency and Honour, | 


{4.) And ſeeing a bare Degraling him from his Office, was too much below them alone, and 
too little ro ſatisfy their Revengeful Malice; they take another Method, that he might not ſo much 
as Live and Remain, as a Teſtimony (above ground) againſt them: They accuſe him of High- 
Treafon ; and a certain Collonei (in perſuance of this Project) was obliged to proſecute this Accu» 
ſation, yet he could not Compaſs his Congueft ; for though all Offices (vw ich his Lordſhip had

litious Induſtry) were extracted out of Court Rolls, and preſented unto them for their Judgment; 
was not, no not (by way of Accumulation) a ſufficient ground for this deſign'd Accufation.

Much more of ſuch like Teſtimonies might be mentioned, were they not obvious every where to e- 
very Eye, notwithſtandiug all theſe &urſed Contrivances againſt the Life of this Horowrable Earl, 
that the Devil himſelf could Deviſe, But the Great God, who is ever above the Devil, hath hitherto 
ſo marveloufly protected this our Engl:ſb Mordecas, from all the Yowed Revenge of theſe Haughty 
Hamans, that not any one (of the many Deſigns) againſt him hath yet Rroſper d, nor an Hair, of 
this Noble Peers Head hath yet periſhed, nor, we hope will do: He, who fits in Heaven Yider, Ri- 
det, Looks and Laughs, yea Laugh all their Helliſh Labours to Nothing. ' 


(8.) Now when all their Diabolical Bow-ſtrings,though of the Devils own Spinning and Tu ining, 
were broken, and not one of the ſeven formet would hold; they had yet a poor one, an Eighth left 
in the bottom of their Budget; whereof they Reſolve to make, once more, another Experiment: 
They had yet one Card our of the Pack —_— a Coated Card, and no leſs than the X nave of 
Clubs, and if that would not prove Tramp and Triumphant, then farewell their Game (not an

aſſures us) who was one of the beſt of Kings, a: d a man after Gods own heart, was made to believe
